could not but draw fatal Conſequences from this 


Step, to which the Emperor requires His Ma- 
jeſty to give his conſent. We have always re- 
garded the King's Intereſts as inſeparable from thoſe 


ä of the Emper or; and it is true that the Emperor, 


on his Part, has appeared of the ſame Sentiment; 
but in all that he has done hitherto, in conſe- 
quence of this Syſtem, himſelf alone was perſon- 


ally intereſted, and, properly ſpeaking, he has 
only permitted the King to ſerve him at his own 


Obitacles. I confeſs the King has done this as 
much with a View to the public Good, as from 


Hazard and Expences, and in Spite of a thouſand 


his Attachment to the Emperor; but the Empe- 


ror has drawn from it particular and very eſſen- 
tial Advantages, which His Majeſty has procured 


him with Pleaſure. Let us examine, in return, 


What the Emperor has done for the King, and we 
ſhall find this Arreſt of the Princeſs Sobieski to be 
the only Inſtance, His Majeſty, however, is not 


the leſs ſenſible of the Kindneſs, and is willing to 
receive this ſingle Mark of Friendſhip as an Equi- 
valent for extending his Views yet farther in the 

_ Emperor's Favour. But the Princeſs is no ſooner 


arreſted, than the Emperor: propoſes to releaſe 
her, He would not have it inferred from thence, 
that he has more regard for the Pretender than for 
the King: But the only Motive that he can al- 


ledge, if it ſhould once get the better of real In- 
tereſt, would be productive of yet worſe Conſe- 


quences: 


474, 
quences: It is, that his Conſcience would be 
burthened, if he ſhould detain another Man's 

MWife. If the Eccleſiaſtics once carry this Point, to 
make him concur in a Mar riage, becauſe they pre 
tend it is valid according to their Canons, there Will 
afterwards be no end to their Arguments; and they 
will with the ſame Facility prove to him, that he 
ought to contribute in beſtowing Kingdoms on 
that Man, to whom he has juſt before given a 
Wife and a Relation. It would be in vain for us 
to anſwer thoſe who might reaſon thus in Parli- 
ament, „That the Emperor religiouſly obſerves 
his Treaties 3? when His Imperial Majeſty had 
made it, manifeſt, that a Conſcience managed by 
the Catholic Clergy, diſſolves all the Bands of 
Friendſhip and Alliance. The preſent Queſtion, 
in ſhort, amounts only to this; To know whe- 
ther the Emperor has, or has not, hitherto made 
his Choice betwixt the King and the Pretender“. 
I am very ſure that the Emperor never thought 
of putting this Choice in Queſtion, when he;wiſh- [= 
ed he might releaſe the Princeſs Sobiesgi. But 
when he has maturely reflected upon it, he will 1 
ſee that there can be no Medium in the King's pre- 
ſent Situation; and that he muſt abſolutely be- 
come either wholly: for His Majeſty, or Wwholly 
for his Enemy. Not that the King ever dreamed 
of violating the Emperor's Conſcience: But to 
judge impartially, Conſcience ſhould make us 


ſnhun the greateſt of two Evils, as Prudence 
ſhould make us chuſe the leaſt of two Inconveni- 
ences. Beſides, it is certain, that this Marriage 
is not gone ſo far as Prince Jamess would have it 
believed: He ought juſtly to be ſuſpected on this I. 
Head, and we have more ſure Ways of knowing. 
particularly by Letters intercepted. from the Pfr. 
tender's own Family, that the Marriage was only , 
: IVE ELITE RR. Or 
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to be bleſſed at Bolagne. But even if it were Ma- 


trimonium ratum, as the Prince pretends, at leaſt 


it is not conſummated. There ate an hundred 
Examples of the Pope's having diſſolved ſuch 


and the Pope, by his continual Conduct, as well . 


Marriages, upon much leſs weighty Occaſions ; 


with regard to the Emperor as to the King, does 


not deſerve to be excuſed his Duty herein ; nor do 


we want the Means of mortifying him, in Caſe of 


a Refuſal. Add to this, that if Marriages clan- 
deitinely hleſſed, ought abſolutely to ſubſiſt, and 


to oblige in Conſcience to the Delivery of the 


Bride, the Archducheſſes would be no longer ſafe, 
even in the Imperial Palace. The Princeſs So- 


Biesti's Marriage with the Pretender being either 
obſtructed or diſſolved, ſhe may afterwards take 


another Husband, and he another Wife; the Em- 
peror will have effectually prevented thoſe ine vi- 
table Conſequences, to which he will expoſe him- 
{JF and his beſt Friends, if he promotes the Union 


of theſe two Perſons; and his Imperial Majeſty, 


doubtleſs, will have Means enough to induce the 
Pope to calm his Conſcience, by diſpenſing with 
a Law which can oblige only fo far as he finds it 
convenient. .

Thus Sir, being fully informed, as well by 
this Letter as by my preceding, of the King's Sen- 
timents upon the ſaid Marriage, you will not fail 
to make all the neceſſary Repreſentations thereof 
at the Imperial Court; Repreſentations proporti- 


oned to the Inconveniences which His Majeſty 


foreſees. We ſhall do the ſame here to M. Ben- 
tenreider; and that Miniſter well knows of what 


Importance it is to us, towards the Opening of our 


Parliament; not to let it even be ſuſpected that | 
the Releaſe of the Princeſs was ever brought into 
Debate.
